THE SEWERS OF THE CITY. 

The rapid growth of our city has been @ 
hindrance in the way of laying sewer pipes, 
Although there are 21 miles already laid, 
the demand for more from all sides has 
been so great that progress has been slow. 
‘Fhis question of sewering the city thors 
oughly and providing fora proper sanitary. 
disposal of the sewaze is, in y opinion, 
the most *importapt prebiem will have 
to contend with during the next'year. It 
will deserve your most earnest care, and is 
amatter in which you cannot afford to 
make a mistake. You have recently had 
presented to you a plan of dispensing with 
an outiet tothe sea, and a special commit- 
gentlemen ap- 
pointed by your body to visit Atiantie 
City, N. J., to imspect the Wesé 
sewer system, have returned a favorable 
report. While 1 fuily reeognize the 
great value of the water ‘whic h could be ob- 
tained from the sewage by some method of 
precipitation of the soiid matter, it does nog 
seem to me the proper thing at this time 
to experiment, No one syste mm of sewerage 
is universally appliicabie, and that whieh 
may do for one place will not do for 
another under totaily d ferent conditions, 
Publie health and economy are the eardinal 
objects which shoud be distinetly kept in 
view in the design and exectition of any 
sewerage system. There are many ways of 
precipitating tlhe solid matter of sewage, 
and there is nothing abont the disposal of 
sewage that needs patenting, so, if the mu- 
nicipality is dete lined to make am ar- 
rangement of separating the liquid fromthe 
solid matter of the sewage, the city should 
retain the entire management and exeeu- 
tion of such a project in it own hands, and 
derive for itgelf such profit as there may be 
in it..

age Company is, in iny opinion, too mach 
in favor of the com; an} y. Ata little greater 
cost, an outfall sew * might be carried to

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT.

RETRENCHMENT. 

There is an unnecessary and heavy ex- 
pense in several departments of the city 
government, particularly in the Street 
Superintendent’s and City Surveyor’s 
offices, and 1 would suggest that you es- 
tablish: these offices on a more economical 
basis, which could be done without in the 
least impairing their efliciency. 

1 would recommend also that in the 
passage of all ordinances more attention be 
paid to detail, and also thatall! bills pre- 
sented to you be scrutinized and acted upon 
by you cat after close investigation. 

While T have undoubtedly been guilty of 
errors during my incumbency. | go out of 
eftice with the consciousness of having tried 
to do my duty to the city, and | think that 
a great deal has been accomplished during 

my term. The large amount of street 

rading and paving done, which in the 
atter case amounts to four miles; the 
opening of many new streets, particularly 
Los Angeles and Ninth streets; the build- 
ing of a handsome city hall and a fine 
courthouse; the erection of numerous busi- 
ness blocks and residences; the building of 
bridges and viaducts across Buena Vista, 
Kuhrts, First, Seventh and Ninth streets 
and Downey avenue; the conversion of 
the ordinary horse and mule street-car 
roads into one wagnificent cable system, 
the most extensive in the United States 
when complete; the entrance of the Santa 


' Fé road into this city, thus bringing in a 


strong competitor for trattic and the build- 
ing of the Southern Pacilic fine arcade de- 
pot of Alameda street, are all indicative 
of the great prosperity that has attended 
the city during my adininistration.

MAYOR BRYSON’S MESSAGE, 

Mayor Bryson then read his message as 
follows:

SEWERAGE. 


One of the most pressing demands our 
city government has to cope with at the 


| public Kaze as one of the finest places on 
j earth, where the sick or enfeebied in- body 


or mind may recuperate their wasted ener- 
gies and secure a new lease of life. If our 
prestige in this regard)is not to suffer very 
materially in the near future the all-im- 
portant question of sewerage must be taken 
hold of: something must be done, and done 
speedily. Looking at the question from its 
lowest and weakest standpvint, one of mere 
dollars and cents, the position we now oc- 
cupy would, in my judgment. justify the ex- 
penditure of an ample outlay for the pro- 
curement of a sewerage system that would 
be unquestionably effective. The increase 
in the vaiue of property, real and 
personal, within a brief space of time after 
all questions have been laid at rest respect- 
ing the amplitude and efficiency of our 
sewage system, would far more than com- 
pensate torthe disbursement requisite to 
carry outthe undertaking, to say nothing 
of the inestimable benefits resulting to the 


general healt iii the removat- 
midst of the noxious influences consequent 
upon the inadequate means for getting rid 
of eur waste matter, The most skeptical 
sheuld already be convinced as to the urg- 
eat necessity for taking some actiOn upon 
this important subject. But what particu- 
lar course of action should be pursued is a 
qdestion not so easily answered, Owing to 


the prominence which has recently been 
given tothe West system, itis likely that 
suine allusion thereto will be expected in 
this communication. When we consider 
that some of the most enlightened nations 
in the world have maintained for years 
men of the highest scientific attainments in 
the prosecution of researches for the pur- 
pose of solying the problem of sew- 
age, and thatthere is still so much room 
left for honest differences of opinion among 
those who have devoted so much time and 
attention tosuch matters, 1 hope that I will 
not be charged with any indecision of char- 
acter if 1 fail, within the brief space of 
time allowed me for examination, to present 
a full-tledged plan for the solution of this 
intricate question. If it 1s necessary to go 
to the sea in orderto get unquestionable 
facilities for the disposition of our sewage 
matter, lL would say “‘Gothere.” If there 
isanything more economical that will do 
the work, | am in favor of it. But ldo not 
Wish to consume the city’s funds in a course 
of experiments. Concerning the West 
system, there is one very noticeable feature 
used at Atlantie City which is omitted in 
the plan proposed for this city, that is, the 
use of afurnace for the propulsion of sew- 
ag@ and the destruction of sewer gas. Al- 
low me here to particularly remark that as 
some of our best citizens have honestly and 
candidly expressed a favorable opinion of 
the West-system as used at Atlantic City, | 
hope they will not feel that I am casting 
any reflection on them, should I say any- 
thing desparagingly regarding the system 
proposed tor this city, for ] must say that 1 
do not think that their testimonials for the 
Atlantic City system would bo at all bind- 
ing upon them as.an indorsementof the 
system proposed tor thiscity. It is my opin- 
ion that the omission referred to is import- 
ant, and I call attention to the fact for the 
reason that the system there used seems to 
be made the basis of operation for the in- 
troduction of the West system here—the 
backbone of the argument for supplying us 
with a similar one. There is no mention of 
a furnace in the contract submitted by the 
Pacific Sewerage Company to the city for 
its acceptance, noris there any mention of 
any process for the destruction of sewer gas 
by heat or otherwise. Likewise there is no 
mention of a furnace or other means for 
the handling of the sewer gas in the patent, 
as set forth in the pamphlet handed us for 
perusal. At this point | would suggest that 
if the West system is still held in favorable 
contemplation by our City Council, that the 
provisions of the patent, upon which a val- 
uation of so many thousands of dollars is 
placed by said company, is carefully seru- 
tinized before any obligations in regard to 
the same are contracted on the part of our 


municipal corporation. ‘he claim, as 
set forth in the pamphlet men- 
tioned, seems to be much’ more 
strenuously devoted to a graphic 


description of an ingenious piece of mech- 
anism than to dealing with a novel process 
for the filteration of sewage deposit or 
coping with that deleterious agent known 
as sewer gas. The claim constitutes the 
vital portion of the patent, and it would 
perhaps be well to have the opinion of the 
city’s legal adviser upon the subject, and 
especially on these two points: One is to 
see if the claim is carefully and clearly 
drawn, and broad enough to cover the de- 
sired ground and be of some _ practical 
value; the other is, admitting that itis se 
drawn, whether, in the light of prior pat- 
ents, and the previous experience of man- 
kind regarding the subject, such claim is 
warrerrted, ot which fact the granting of 
the patent is by no means conclusive evi- 
dence. Speaking of prior patents, if this 
is as valuable as the proposed contract sub- 
mitted by the Sewerage Company clearly 
indicate, may there not be conflicting 
claims, forming a mice subject for settle- 
ment in the courts of the United States after 


years of protracted litigation, Of 
course, this feature can rem- 
edied by the exaction of sufficient 


bonds, but no amount of bonds can give 
value to a patent defective in either of the 

ints above referred to. 
imited time I have had for the examina- 
tion of this matter, | feel considerable deli- 
cacy in expressing a positive opinion in re- 
gard to certain features of the system as 
proposed to our Council, and more particu- 
ularly when the proposition emanates from 
gentiemen of such high standing, who take 
such a kindly and fatherly interest in the 
health of our growing city. But when we 
consider the many thousands of doilars 
asked for the privilege of superintending 
the dumping of our city sewerage upon a 
footanda half of mother earth superim- 
posed upon eight inches of straw, with a 
superficial capacity of 100 feet square, I 
must say that this proposal is one that, in 
the business phraseology of the hour,'should 
be characterized as possessing an unlimited 
ee of that popular article termed 

call. 

In this discussion I have left out of view 
that feature-of the case pertaining to the 
benefits that would accrue to these proposed 
guardians if the sanitary condition of our 
city from the disposition of the fertilizing 
material and the sale of the water, which, 
though worth many thousands of dollars, 
would likely fall far short of the actual cost 
they would eventually receive under their 
proposed contract from the taxpayers of an 
already well assessed city. In dealing with 
this subject let us remember that we desire 
something permanent, and that will ac- 
commodate a large increase in our popula- 
tion in a few years. There should be no 
question as to its adequacy, and we cer- 
tainly do not want to experiment. If we 
must experiment with the filtration process 
it is my opinion we. can do so without pay- 
ing 1 cent tor patent rights. It we should 
pay the high price asked for the privileges 
which these gentlemen claim they have

There & no denying the tact that many of 
our streets. have been bad, perhaps the

Let us congratulate ‘ourselves, 
however, that there has been a wonderful 
improvement lately made by good, sub- 
stantial paving of a large portion of the 
busy thoroughtares of our city, and we hope

Before doing any further paving 
ot streets, | would suggest that all sewer, 
water and gas pipes, ete., should be laid, 
-and all abutments on streets, sewer and

PUBLIC SCHOOLS.

The efliciency of the subor- 
dinate officers will surely be greatly influ- 
enced by the man who is placed in control, 
and considering the magnitude the force 
has attained in our city, the character.of the 
leading spirit of this departinent of the city 
government is a matter of no small im- 
portance. Great care should be taken also 
in selecting good, substantial men as sub- 
ordinate officers, Our police foree com- 
pares adimirably with that of other cities, 
and I hope they will put forth their most 
zealous efforts to raise the standard even 
higher. 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

1 am sorry to say that the pay of our fire 
department is small. Notwithstanding this 
drawback, however, ithas long sustained 
an enviable reputation for its energy and 
efficiency. Not many serious fires have oe- 
curred inourcity, and our exemption no 
doubt has been largely due to the activity 
of these vigilant guardians of the city’s 
property. 

CITY HALL 
The City Hall is progressing nicely, and 


more commodious quarters are soon to be at 


our disposal, 
THE BOOM. 

The material progress of our city has not 
been checked and business interests sadly 
depressed, as some would present and have 
others believe. Several miles of new cable 
lines have lately been laid in our midst. 
‘The Temple-street line will soon be double 
tracked, a number of fine business blocks 
have been erected, and there are many more 
valuable structures and enterprises in con- 
templation. 

NEW CHARTER... 

The old charter 1 believe to be very in- 
adequate, and while the new was not in 
every respect what I thought it ought to be, 
still 1 consider it a great improvement, and 
therefore 1 voted for it. L am not vain 
enough to think that I am deeply versed in 
the intricacies of legal lore, and would not 
pretend to acute discernment in the solu- 
tion 6f a problem of law, for politics for 
that matter, but I believe that our new 
charter will meet with the approval of the 
Legislature. 

CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion, let me say that I did not 
anticipate occupying this position at quite 
so early a day as the present, and of reason 
of so doing, and also of the further fact of 
having upon my hands numerous business 
engagements from which I could not be im- 
mediately released, the preparation of this 
document has been a hurried one, conse- 
quently some matters have ee been 
more briefly referred to than they deserved, 


while others have been entirely omitted 


upon which ‘few remarks) might 
bave appropriately been made; and I 
trust that such haste will in a measure ex- 
cuse some of the shortcomings in other 
respects that will be observed in the fore- 
going. Hoping that I shall be able to dis- 
charge the duties of ae 2 position im such a 
manner as not to stand in too unfavorable a 
light in comparison with the high standard 
of excellence raised by our retiring Mayor, 
I am resolved to use my best endeavors to 
render the working of: the various depaft- 
ment of our city government as harmonious 
as possible, and trust that all others con- 
cerned will lend a helping hand to effect 
the same object.

THEY MEET AND DISCUSS A 
GENERAL OUT. 


Anti-high-rent Association Formed 
in This City—About Seventy Mer- 
chants Join the Society—To Mect 
Tomorrow—They Mecn Business. 


In pursuance of a citizens’ call, Gratid 
Army Hall was well filled at 2 o0’clock yes- 
terday afternoon, the hour named, by about 
70 or more of the retail merchants, trades- 
menand others pursuing their vocation on 
the business streets of the city. 

M. F, Tarble was chosen temporary chair- 
man and Jesse H. Butler secretary. 

Mr. Tarble made a few introductory re- 
marks in which he defined the object of the 
meeting to be a movement for the reduction 
of rents, which are at present out of all pro- 
portion to the amount of business done and 
the accommodation afforded. : 


Charles Moore recommended that all 
those preseut come up and sign the roll of 
membership, but this was thought prema- 
ture till there was something definite put 
down for them to subscribe to. 

Secretary Butler offered the following 
resolution: 

Resolved, that a committee be appointed 
to consider the matter of rent in this city 
and recommend a mode of procedure to be 
pursued by the merchants of Los Angeles, . 
and report the same to the next meeting. 

After some discussion this resolution was 
withdrawn, as being out of place till a per- 
manent organization was effected. 

Mr. Butler then moved that a committee 
= five be appointed on permanent organiz:- 

ion. 

The motion. was carried, and F, FE. 
Browne, J. H. Rienardson, W. H. Juenger, 
Niles Pease and N. N. Kilgore were named 
as such committee. Mr. Browne declined 
to serve, and Evan E. Evans was appointed 
in his stead. Chairman Tarble was also 
added to the committee, which retired for 
deliberation. 

Meanwhile F. E. Browne took the chair 
in the absence of Mr. Tarble, and stated 
that the object of the meeting was for the 
organization of retail tradesmen to further 
their interests, especially as to the reduc- 
tion of rents. This being understood, he 
invited all present to sign the roll, with the. 
understanding that it was not binding, if 
any one should wish to back out.

MASKED HIGHWAY MEN, 


MUSSELL'S THIBVES MAKE FULL 


CONFESSION, 


One of Them Tells How They 
Robbed the Station at Sepulveda, 
the Grocery Store on Washington 
Street and Other Places—A Hard 
Gang. 


Jailer Russell’s capture turns out to be 
of even greater importance than was at 
first supposed, for it is now known beyond 
any shadow of doubt that not only were the 
three robberies on Saturday night com- 
mitted by the gang arrested on Sunday, but 
that the Highland Park and Mission Road 
“jobs” were turned by the same men, arti- 
cies taken on these occasions having been 
fuily identified. Yesterday morning, about 
11 o’clock, G, Tononi, a cousin of one of the 
men robbed at Sepulveda, called at the 
County Jail, and when shown the revolvers 
found in the valise in Germain’s room, at 
once recognized one of them as one he had 
loaned his cousin, and which had been 
taken by the robbers. Mr. Tononi stated 
that only #21 in money had been secured, 
besides the revolyer, and that the station 
azent had not beer molested. Later in the 
day, B. W..S. Clark, who was held up at 
Highland Park some days ago, and relieved 
of his watch and some money, also 
identified one of the watches taken from 
Germain as his property. Durifig the 
aiternoon, Mr. Boone, who, with his 
brother, was stopped on the Mission road, 
a few nights ago, by “highwaymen, and 
their money taken, alsocame to the jail, 
and stated that he and his brother had been 
robbed of $9.50 in money, a purse and a 
Louisiana lottery ticket numbered 23,912, 
Mr. Boone said that he would know the 

urse, Which he fully described, and when 
aken back to where the stolen property was 
kept, at once picked out the purse, which, 
‘on being opened, was found to contain, be- 
sides the money, a lottery ticket, the num- 
ber of which corresponded with that given 
‘by Mr. Boone. This purse was found in 
Germain’s possession when captured, and 
establishes-his guilt beyond any question, 
‘The men have also been fully identified by 
their victims, 

During the afternoon the man Jones 
‘showed a desire to talk. He said that he 
recognized the fact that the “jig was up,” 
and stated that he wanted to tell the whole 
story about Saturday night’s robberies, On 
this statement Jailer Russell notified Dis- 
trict Attorney Dupuy, who came to the jail 
last evening with Mr. Longiey, the stenog- 
rapher, who took down Joues’s story in 
Shorthand. Jones says that he met Kirby 
(the big man with the whiskers) coming 
down from the north; that they got to talk- 
ing, and that Kirby said that he had a part- 
ner in Los Angeles who would put.them on 
a good thing, He and Kirby arrived in Los 
Angeles last Thursday, when they met Ger- 
main (Shorty) and Cochran, and at once 
commenced operations, Kirby assumed 
command of the gang as ringleader, and 
lovated all the places which were to be 
worked. He also made ail the arrange- 
ments about | procuring teams, and 
all the business for the 
crowd, all of whom took rooms 
at Mrs. Waters’s place, on San Ferrando 
Street. On Saturday afternoon Kirby got 


the rig from Botello’s, and they started out, 


going first-to Sepulveda, where they held 
up the three men, after which they drove to 
the Four Mile House, where the same thing 
was enacted. They then drove back to the 
city, and passed directly through to Wash- 


ington Street, where the shooting occurred, | 


Germain firing the shot which wounded 
Mr. Thielson. This frightened them, and 
they made off. Kirby did not leave the 
buggy, but sat in the vehicle, and from there 
direcied the movemcnts ot the crowd. After 
the shooting, the gang drove into towa, and 
went to a Chinese restaurant on U pper 
Main stveet, where three of them went in 
and ordered dinner, while Kirby took the 
rig back to the stable. When he re- 
turned, they divided up, two going 
on down to their rooms, and shortly after 
the other two fo!! owed, and when they 
got together in the oom, they divided the 
“swag.” ‘This, he said, was the true story 
of the night’s work, From this it sn 
the 
city last Thursday fromthe north, but the 
former has frequentiy been in this city be- 
fore. Germain appears to have done the 
reater part of the “heavy work,” and is, 
n fact, the principal man in the gang. He 
and Cochran bave been doing the “holding 
up” business on their owa hook, and are 
probabiy responsible for most if not all the 


crimes of that character that have been com-- 


mitted of late. 

Yesterday morning the gang was photo- 
graphed in the reception-room of the jaa, 
but positively refused to talk; but they 
seem to realize that everything is up, and 
they might as well make the best of a bad 
case. itis more tlran probable that some of 
the others will make statements in a day or 
two, When they see that nothing can be 
made by Keeping quiet. 


AND TRACK, 


Business Picking Up All Along the 
Line. 

Every branch is rapidly improving in rail- 

road circles. Travel is much better now 
than it has been for some time past, and all 
of the roads are doing a rushing freight 
business, 
Santa Fé people have added a large 
number of freight cars to their stock dur- 
ing the past few months, and still they are 
running short. 

The net earnings of the Santa Fé from 
January lst to October 31st, this vear, were 
$4,015269, a decrease of $5,087,154 over the 
correspouding period last year. 

The Cricago, Burlington and Quincy has 
issued its statement of earnings and ex- 
penses for the month of October. For the 
first time this year the report shows an in- 
crease in net earnings over the correspond- 
ing month of 1857. The gross earnings 
Were $2,502,342, an increase of $24,420; 
operating expenses, $1,554,006, a decrease 
Of $18,200; net earnings, $1,208,252, an in- 
crease of $45,620, 

The Railway Gazette has the following 
to say of a Well-known railroad man:

His history iu connection with the 
recent great strike of the enginemen has 
made his name known from one end of the 
land to the other, and he bas won a repu- 
tation for his course in connection with the 
contest ot the same character as that ac- 
corded to the late Mr. H. M. Hoxie. The 
time will come when the most fair-minded 
and intelligent among the enginemen them- 
selves will be wiliing to acknowledge that 
he rendered them a service second only to

THE GAMBLERS. 


They Appear Betore Justice Austin 
and Are Held. 

After a couple of delays, C. Long, the 
well-known trainer of the royal Bengal 
tiger, whose special duty it was to sharpen 
his claws and teeth and see that his 
whiskers and tail were properly curled, 
came up in Justice Austin’s court yesterday 
toexplain how he came to be arrested for 
dealing faro when the police raided Webber 
& Whipple’s game at 265 North Main street 
last week, Allithe paraphernalia for cop- 
pering the ace, playing the jack open, etc., 
were brought into court, including the 
table. Stephen M. White appeared for 


Long and aiso for the visitors to the nenag- 


erie captured when the police swooped 
down on the place. 
Officer Bosqui was the first witness, and 
téStitied that, in accordance with orders re- 
ceived from his superiors, he and other po- 
lice ofticers broke down the door of the room 
With sledgehammers where the game was 
stated to be running in full blast, and saw 
Long, the detendant, seated behind the 
tabie in the dealer’s seat. He was gathering 
up the checks and cards, and when the wit- 
ness placed his hand on the dealing-box, 
said: “Don’t touch that box; 1’m dealing 
bere, and am in charge of it.’”’ The witness 
identified the checks, ete., as those he 
seized in the room. Long commenced to 
take the money out of the cash drawer, the 
witness helping him to count it and place it 
in abag. There was about $500, When 
the witness was not looking, Loug grabbed 
the bag ot money, darted to the safe and 


locked it up  =~betore the witness 
could interpose, and then grinned 
sardonically at him. The witness re- 


peated Long’s statement to him about 
being the dealer and in charge of the game, 
Witness said he knew a faro game and lay- 
out when he saw them, On cross-examina- 
tion witness said he had no warrant em- 
powering him to break down the door with 


a sledgebammer, and aeted on orders from, 


his superiors. didnot know whether a 
complaint had been filed against the de- 
fendant previous to raiding the game. Capt. 

Loomis, the next witness, gave about the 
Same testimony as Offieer Bosqui, both in 
direct and cross-exanination, Officer Bos- 
qui was recalled and said he did not see 

any one actually playi ing against the game 
when he entered. ‘The defense then moved 
for a dismissal on the groung that it was not 
proven that the defendant was actually 
dealing when arrested. He, in making the 
statement to the officer, might have been re- 
ferring to his having already dealt or that 
he was going to deal. The Court denied 
the motion and held Long to answer. The 
cases of the visitors went over to the 
27th instant. A jury trial was demanded in 
their behalf.

Produce and Prosper. 


Southern California is enjoying. as 
delightful.a winter as could be desired. 
The rains have. come seasonably and 
in copious quantities, and the countiry 
could not well look better than it does 
at present. In all this we see the prom- 
ise of a prosperous year for this sec- 
tion. Abundant crops will make 
money plenty in the pockets of our 
farmers, and tend to make the current 
of business, in every direction, run 
livelier. 

The day of small farms for this sec- 
tion is not very far in the future. The 
value of them is already perceived. A 
small farm of ten acres is worth many 
times the value of ten acres cut up 
into town lots, with paper cities built 
onthem. There is scarcely any limit 
to the productions which may be 
grown upon these holdings under fayor- 
able circumstances. What hindered 
the growth and prosperity of California 
in the old days, under the old 1égime, 
was the vast ranchos comparatively un- 
tilled. Ten acres put under the high- 
est cultivation is worth more, and will 
produce more, than a hundred acres 
only partially cultivated. ‘There is 
scarcely a limit to the productive 
wealth of this section of the State if 
the soil were made to yield its natural 
increase yearly. The agricultural re- 
turns would be more valuable than 
that of allour mines. If we can add 
to our citrus and other fruits; to our 
great harvests of corn and grain; to our 
stores of nuts, and olives and olive oil 
and pure native wines, plentiful har- 
vests of cotton and rice, and sugar, the 
possibility of which experiment 
would seem to demonstrate, there 
will be scarcely anything in the 
line of table and other supplies which 
Southern California may not provide 
for her own market, and a large pro- 
portion of the money now senv away 
for the purchase of the necessaries of 
life may be kept at home. If every 
acre in this part of the State capable 
of cultivation were improved, and 
every variety of crops were raised here 
that could be successtully grown in our 
soil and climate, we would have a 
surplus in our home banks like 
that in the national treasury which 
raised the Democratic how] of danger. 
There would be money enough in 
Southern California to give every man 
a generous competency. it would 
create a “boom” that would be ona 
solid basis, and that would last just as 
long as there were men to till the soil 
aml to gather in the abundant har- 
vests. 

The agricuitural wealth of this sec- 
tion is destined to be one of the promi- 
nent features of its future prosperity. 
In addition to that there will be the 
multiplication of manufactures, which 
will be largely increased, and the de- 
velopment of our mineral resources. 
Among the articles to be found in the 
southern part ef our State, which are 
worthy of the attention of those inter- 
ested in its development, are asbestos, 
autimony, the very best quality of 
which exists in large quantities in the 
Mojave desert, where also fine horn 
silver abounds; coal found in the vi- 
cinity of the Cajon Pass and at Elsi- 
nore, peat beds near Linwood; brea, 
petroleum, pure plumbago and graph- 
ite; the best of white marble; kaolin; 
terra-cotta clay; cement stone; granite 
as fine as any in. the world; potters 
clay; roofing slate; paint beds and fine 
plaster of paris from Los Angeles 
gypsum which exceeds in fineness and 
whiteness the best productions from 
Italy. Allof these resources may be 
found in various sections of Southern 
California, the land which is destined 
to be in the future the home of the 
best that there is in American civiliza- 
tion.

New Los ANGELES THRATER—Was in- 
Augurated last night by Jeffreys-Lewis, 


macy. Alarge and cultured audience was 
present, and between the acts examined the 
new building with critical eyes. 

The crimson plush of the seats and the 
old gold of the walls made a crilliantcoup

GRAND OPERA-HOUSE.—A fair-sized au- 
dience attended the second concert of the 
Philharmonic Society in the Grand Opera- 
house last night. The programme consisted 
of Beethoven’s symphony in C minor No. 5, 
and Mendelssohn’s “Hymn of Praise,” with 
one of Hatton’s glees, That Hatha 
Pleasant Face,” and Raff’s part song, “in 
the Moonlight,” interposed between the 
two heavier numbers. The non-arrival of 
several of the orchestra and chorus caused 
some delay, and it was 8:30 before Conduc- 
tor Wilhartitz raised the baton for the open- 
ing number of the symphony, the allegro. 
This was evenly rendered, the brasses 
probably carrying off the honors, but was 
not especially noticeable. The andante 
following, however, was given with good 
expression and life and was applauded. 
‘The scherzo thatccame next was almost a 
failure, the strings in the first few bars be- 
ing out of tune and occasionally quite dis- 
cordant, and the allegro that foliowed was 
not much better. In the two vocal numbers 
that followed the sympony the voices were 
given a chance, of which they did not fully 
avail themse!ves. Volume and expression 
were somewhat wanting. Shading and ex- 
pression were missing. If the gentlemen 
of the chorus would nearly one and all 
grasp the fact that one of the principal du- 
ties of the conductor is to give them the 
tune, they would save themselves the 
trouble of indicating it to him by threshing 
the air with their score books. ‘o 
see the stage full of large waving 
sheets of paper is not exactly neces- 
sary ata concert under a conductor’s care. 
The rendition by the orchestra of the 
maestoss and adagio belizgroso of Men- 
delssolin’s “‘Hymn ot Praise’ was a disap- 
pointment, but in the allegretto they fully 
redeemed themselves and amply made up 
for all previous shortcomings. It was de- 
liciously rendered. ‘The theme running 
through the entire movement was most 
delicately played, and showed careful 
study. Without doubt, the number was 
the gem of the evening. It would have 
Miss b, A. Butler of San 
Francisco was specially engaged for the so- 
prano part in the cantata. She did not 
come up to the high expectations that have 
been formed of her omer, and disap- 
pointed her hearers. There is little or no 
in her voice, and less expression.

The Lighting of the New Theater. 

The days when the sexton went around 
with a stepladder and a long pole to light 
the swinging iamps in the meeting house. 
are long gone by, and his lantern twinkles 
far off down the vista of by-gone years. 
Now-a-days a man stands at a keyboard 
and lights the gas in the distant chandeliers 
by turning a little wheel around. 

In this new theater, which lacks none cf 
the modern improvments, the lighting is a 
feature of itself. ‘There is a piece ef ma- 
chinery by which gas can be turned on into 
any part of the.theater desired. Running 
all over the house are very fine copper wires 


all leading back to the battery on the stage. 

Ths machine is a very ingenious con- 
trivance. Externally it isa handsome case 
ot gutta percha, apparently. Inside isa 
setise of glass, which, by turning a crank, 
generates static electricity. By reversing 
the motion the accumulated force is instantly 
discharged as from a Leyden jar. A switch- 
board directs its course to any part of the 
theater, and, traversing the tiny wires, the 
mysterious spark lights the gas jets in the 
far away circles above. 

This apparatus is put in by the Rhodes 
& Keese Electric Company, a new com- 
pany, which yesterday succeeded to the 
business heretofore dune by T. H. Rhodes 
alone. Mr. odes has been two vears in 
this city, and has built up a first-ciass trade 
in the furnishing of electrical supplies and 
the incandescent lighting system. He now 
proposes to light large buildings by power: 
furnished by little gas or water engines run 
in the basements. Every house thus will 
become its own source of supply for the 
electrical tight. There is a great field yet 
open in this science, and Rhodes & Keese

| THE RACE WAR. 


It Breaks Out with a Fury 
In Mississippi. 


Kemper County Once More the Scene 
of Fearful Affrays. 


Several White Men Shot by Negroes 
from Ambush. 


Both Sides Arming and Prepared to Renew the 
Fight—Conflic:ing Reports as to the Out-— 
break and Its Cause—Seven Ne- 
groes Reported Dead. 


“By Telegraph to The Times. 

NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 17.—|By the Asso- 
ciated Press.; A special to the Picayune 
from West Point, Miss. says: News 
reached here this morning of a horrible 
tragedy enacted at the quiet little village of 
Wahalak, in Kemper county, Miss., 40 miles 
south of this city on the Mobile and Ohio 
Railroad, last night, where four white men 
were killed outright and eight wounded, 
three mortally, by a volley of lead from the 
hands of a desperate mob of negroes. The 
only particulars tobe learned are as fol- 
lows: Some two months ago a white farmer 
living a few miles from the village lost his 
gin-house, together with eight or ten bales 
of cotton, by fire, which was evidently the 
work of an incendiary. Suspicion was at 
once directed to one or two negroes work- 
ing in the vicinity, with whom the farmer 
had had trouble. Officers in the mean 
time had been searching for evidence 
against the negroes. Ata late hour last 
night, sufficient evidence having been se- 
cured, one of the negroes was approached 
by an officer, who demanded that he sur- 
render. The negro became furious and ter- 
ribly assaulted the officer, after which he 
inade his escape. This attack on the officer 
of the law aroused the indignation of the 
few white citizens in the neighborhood, 
who organized themselves to capture, not to 
mob, the fugitive.

Seventy-five well-armed men left 
Meridian, Miss., at 10 o’clock this morning 
for the scene of the tragedy. West Point 
will furnish more help as svon as the neces- 
Sary advices can be had. Reports from the 
scene of the riot are conflicting.

Peopie here are excited over the killing of 
Henry Cobb and Vaughan, three 

rominent white men in Kemper county, 

y negroes and the weunding of other 
white men, among the number Tom Nichol- 
son, who was shotin the body -and had an 
arm broken. No negroes were killed or 
wounded. Twenty young men of this city 
have gone to the scene of the trouble. ‘The 
negroes are said to be well-armed and as- 
sembled en masse, and seemed determined 
to fight it out. Various rumors exist. It is 
feared there will be bloody work tonight. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 


Five Whites and Seven Negroes 
Killed—More Bloodshed Expected. 
ORLEANS, Dec. 17.—[By the Asso- 

ciated Prezs.; The following is the latest 
fromthe Mississippi tragedy, and is be- 
lieved to be an authentic account. A special 
dispatch from Columbus, Miss., to the Pica- 
yune says: 

Several gentlemen reached this city this 
morning from Artesia, bringing news of 
the wholesale slaughter of a constable’s 
posse near Wahalak, a small station on the 
Mobile and Ohio Railroad near Macon, 
Miss. On Friday last a negro and a white 
boy got into a fight. The white boy’s father 
attempted to separate them, when he was 
set upon by the negro boy and his father 
‘and terribly beaten. Yesterday the white 
man swore outa warrant for the negroes’ 
arrest, and Constable Zeth Cobb went to 
the negroes’ house to execute it, when he 
was attacked by a number of negroes and 
beaten. He then summoned a posse of 12 
men and went yesterday evening to arrest 
the negroes. The poose was fired upon from 
ambush, and. 

FIVE WERE KILLED OUTRIGHT, 


The news spread rapidly, and the negroes 
were strongly reinforced. Wahalak tele- 
graphed along the line for help, and Merid- 
ian responded with about seventy-five well- 
armed men. They were joined at every 
gtation, and. reaching Wahalak, marched 
immediately to the scene of bloodshed. The 
negroes were barricaded, and refused to sur- 
render or give up the dead whites, Atnoon

JUDGE COOLEY ON RATE-CUTTING. 

Judge Cooley, chairman of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, has returned from

The train was 40 minutes late, and run- 
ning at 20 or 25 miles an hour, at the time 
of the aecident. 

It is supposed that the old gentleman did 


- not see the train until it was at the cross- 


ing, as the view of the road at that point is 


shut off by a house. He was driving a pair 


of spirited horses, and, as soon as_ they saw 
the train, they attempted to cross in front of 
the engine, and the old man was unable to 
liold them. 

One of the women was knocked 20 feet. 
Avpother was carried 10 rods down the track, 
while the old gentleman and his wife lay 
near the place of the accident. The acci- 
dent occurred at the railroad crossing, 500 
yards north of the depot, at 12:50 p.m. The 
‘Wagon was made a mass of kindling-wood, 
but the horses were unhurt. The four per- 
sons were on their way home from Santa 
Ana to Kl Modena. The bodies were fear- 
fully mangled, and are now at Grant’s un- 


. dertaking establishment. E.

CLOSED iTS DOOKS. 


A San Francisco Bank Suspends 
wing to *‘Irregularities.”’ 

SAN Francisco, Dec. 17.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} The California National 
Bank of San Francisco, which was organ- 
ized in October, 1886, with a capital stock 
of $1,000,000, suspended today. 

Rk. P. Thomas, president of the bank, was 
interviewed in regard to the suspension, 
and said: “Payment has been suspended 
by the president, and a call issued for the 
cirectors of the bank to assemble and make 


a thorough investigation of everything 


relative to the bank’s business. This has 
been done by myself as a safeguard to all 
concerned. Irregularities have been dis- 
covered, and not at this time realizing their 
extent, we have suspended until such time 
as we ¢an arrive at a definite conclusion. 
The irregularities were discovered last week, 
and C. H. Ramsden, the cashier, was im- 
mediately suspended. Ainple funds are 
available to insure all depositors against 
loss. The statement of the bank’s affairs, 
made last July, shows that the resources 
and liabilities were $654,000.” 

R. P. Thomas and R. R. Thompson each 
held 555 shares of the stock, out of a total 
of 2000. It is said that the irregularities of 
Cashier Ramsden are not of a criminal 
character, but consist principally of bad 
investments. 

From parties not connected with the in- 
stitution, but who claim to know, it was 
learned that some crooked paper, amount- 
ing to a large sum, found its wayjover the 
bank counters, MKather startling revela- 
tions as to the manuer certain parties have 
secured funds to carry on what has been re- 
garded as wild speculations are expected to 
follow. It is stated that the cashier has 
been imposed upon in many instances, and 
that he is ready to answer all questions the 
directors may see fit to put bim. 

The California Nationai bank could not 
be examined by the State Board of Bank 
Commissioners, as it was nota State insti- 
tution, aad could only be examined by 
United States officiais. A statement of re- 
sources and liabilities of the bank made last 
July shows the foliowing items among its 
resources: 

United States bonds to secure circulation, 
$50,000; redemption fund with United 
States Treasurer, $2250; loans and dis- 
counts on personal security, #455,110; over- 
drafts on personal security, $9370; cash on 
myer rs due from banks and bankers, 


Ainong the liabilities are the following: 
Capital stock, #20,000; reserve and sur- 
plus fund, $10,000; undivided profits and 
current fund, $12,064; due depositors, $323,- 
52; due banks and bankers, #33,150; na- 
ticnal bank notes outstanding, $45,000, 
Those who know the officers of the bank 
express no doubt as tw their ability to liqui- 
date al! claims, but many, principally work- 
ingmen, who had their few hundreds on de- 
ene looked at the matter in an almost 
1opeless way, and several offered to sell 
their accounts to the highest bidder. One 
man who had $850 en deposit put his book 
up for sale and_ was offered $750 for it, 
which he refused, holding out for $800. He 
got no buyer.

A SMASH-UP. 


Two Trains Collide at Stockton—No 
Fatalities. 

Stockton, Dec. 17.—The trains bound 
for Sacramento and San Francisco, which 
passeach other here at 1:10 o’clock, col- 
lided at the depot a One tender tele- 
scoped into the Welis-Fargo car. 

The cowcatchers and headlights of the 
locomotives were smashed off.

chased was tound in Benhayon’s room. 
Included in these parcels was the hydro: 
eyanic acid. Dimmig purchased the geuods 
under the name ot Dr. C. Fells of Liver- 
more, and no such person has since been 
discovered. ‘The remaining testimony re- 
lated chiefly to Dimmig’s employment as a 
book agent.
